A motion of thanks to the Treasurer and 
G.cretaries was made by the Rev. Mr S:ans- 


jury, of Albany, and. seconded by the Rev- 
Lywan Beecher, D. D ot Litchfield, Cunnec. 
ne Stansbury made the following remark : 
Mr. Parstpent—Weare perpetually 
receiving blessings from Ged, but noue 
surely that may be compared with the 
privilege of blessing others. ‘This ex- 
alted power associates us (if the expres- 
sion may be allowed me, with God hiin- 
self, whose glorious prerog&ttive it is to 
be the greatest of all givers. There is 
a bliss about its exercise which makes 
its way into the deadest and coldest of 
bosoms. Even the miser feels it, when 
he has by some happy fortuity broken 
through the dull monotony of getting and 
hoarding, and has ventured for once to 
give. All men feel it, when the call of 
some blessed charity brings heart to 
heartand hand to hand : when a purse 
is to be made up for the widow, or the 
little orphan is'to be fed, or clad or school- 
ad. But, Sir, to-day this bliss of heav- 
en, (I may justly call it such, for nothing 
less than heaven sent it into the heart of 
man, nor isany thing wanting but enough 
of this to make a heaven below,) this 
heavenly bliss of giving takes a higher 
form and exerts a more elevating power. 
Were we met to provide no better thing 
for our fellow-man than a perishing weed 
to cever his flesh, or the perishing food 
that sustains its life, we might rejoice in- 
deed, but it would be with none of that 
mixture of sublime emotion that is thril 
ling at this moment through so many 
hearts in this assembly. No, Sir; ours 
's a higher charityggjWe meet to make 
* gift to the immortal mind ; to give to 
sorrow a more than mortal solace ; and 
fo want, a more than earthly supply. 
We are met to spread the Bible of God : 
a Look it is now too Jate to eulegise.— 
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There was indeed a day, Sir, (we have 
none of us forgotten it) when those whe 
yet held fast their belief in that book, 
were called to cogtend for its value and 
to vindicate its truth: but that day is 
past ; past, Sir, I trustforever. A day 
has suceceded it, such as neither yor, 
Sir, nor any of us ever expected to see ; 
in which the honouring of this book has 
become the employment of nations and, 
the strife of kings. No, Sir, I will not 
attempt to praise it. ‘The eulogy ofthe 
Bible is in the tears of the penitent whom 
it has subdued ; in the ardent vow of 
the profligate it has reclaimed: in the 
meek fortitude of the suffering, whom it 
has sustained ; in the triumphant song 
of the dying it has saved. Its monu- 
meats are in the laws, whose spirit it has 
enlightened and purified ; in the nation- 
al sentiment which it has raised and re- 
fined ; in the national light which it has 
sent down to the habitation of the lowest 
poor; in the national morals, whiose 
tone it has elevated and established ; in 
the national institutions, whose genius it 
has pervaded with equity and freedom ; 
in the national charities, which owe their 
very being to its power. The hand of 
culture cannot be more distinctly traced, 
on the face of wild and deserted nature, 
than the effect of this book on the moral 
condition of man. Look at man with- 
out it. Look, Sir, at those immortal 
republics, the glory and perfection of the 
pagan world. What were morals there? 
Morals! Where the most rigid of exac- 
tors suffer me to steal, and commends 
me if I cover the theft by falsehood: 
where the highest public authority tells 
me if my child is feeble or deformed, to 
bring it to the public officer, that it may 
be destroyed : where another instructor 
allows me to murder my mother when 
she is old: where another permits me to 
marry my daughter or my sister: and 
another informs me it is a virtue to be- 
come my owndestroyer. From morals 
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do we turn to religion ? ~The darkness 
deepens. [ask the sam» masters of rea- 
son what I must worship? And one 
tells me to worship the sun and moon: 
and another sends meto deified men and 
heroes ; another builds me an altar to 
winds and storms; another tofamine and 
pestilence : deities multiply at every 
step, and take new forms at every turn, 
till at leagth they start from every bush, 
and swarm inevery pool, andI am bow- 
ed down to apes and crocodiles, to dogs 
and serpents, to * birds, and fou r footed 


beasts, and creeping things.”  Task- 


them once more, How I must worship ? 
and a priestess of Diana brings me.a na- 
ked boy, and binding the little trembler 
to the altar, puts a scourge into my hand 
and tells me to whip hinr to death :- the 
Druid brings me a hurdle of reeds, aud 
inclosed within a fellow-man, made in 
my own image: he takes the scourge 
out of my hand and supplies its place 
with a torch; another shows me Moloch 
sculptured in brass and surrounded with 
flames, and asks me to take the babe out 
of my bosom and lay it within those out- 
stretched and fiery arms. Such, Sir, af- 
ter all the boasts of infidels, and all the 
charitable hopes of weak and mistaken 
Christians, was the pagan world. And 
has it changed? What then means: 
that infant’s shriek as it is dropped, bya 
mother’s hand, into the gaping jaws of 
that often fed and almost tamed alliga- 
tor ? What means that column of smoke, 
that horrid din of drums and brazen cym- 
bals, that heart-appalling pile where lite 
lies interlocked and wedded with putrid 
death, where outraged nature struggles 
and upbraids in vain, and children’s 
hands are set to burn the living palpita- 
ting breast that gave them suck ? What 
means that moving mountain of all ob- 
scene things, that * misshapen abomina- 
tion on {its top, or those maniac wor- 
shippers crushing beneath the slow 
wheels below? Does this look like sa- 
ving Light ? and are ‘these the proofs 
that the Bible is not needed ? No, Sir, 
I turn my eyes in vain over the wide 
spreading waste. From the mysteries 
of the [dda beneath the pole tothe mys- 
teries of the.

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from the attenuated refinement of Ay), 
ens to the grossest barbarism of the T».. 
tar desart ; from remotest Thule to 4), 
Indus and the Ganges, there is neithe 
knowledge of God, practice of holines, 
nor hope of heaven : it is one vast To. 
hara, where neither rain-drop falls, no, 
dew exhales, nor wholesome herb, no, 
fragrant flowret lifts its head. And oh! 
Mr. President, when we reflect how ; ai. 
palling a proportion that moral des; 
bears to the little verdant spot around 
Siloam’s well, can we want either grayi. 
tude for our oun distingouished blesse.. 
ness, or motives of exertion to dispense 
it to others ? True, indeed, the sending 
forth of the Bible does not secure, asa 
consequence of course, the saving of 
those who receive it : but, Sir, does not 
the whole Fee y of the Bible cause, 
does not the*whole history of the worl 
demonstrate that where that Bible comes, 
some men are always its happy converts’ 
Cau you point ine, Sir, to a single land 
in all the world that possesses the Bible, 
where there are no believers? Sendin: 
then the Bible, is, on a broad and gener- 
al calculation, and according to all the 
known analogies of providence, sending 
salvation. And is this a thought that 
can go through a Christian bosom with- 
out effect ? No, Sir, it is like the eler- 
tric stream. If that is to’be the issue, if 
in the judgment we are to meet, from our 
frontiers, from the depths of the forest, 
from every district of this wide-spread 
continent, men, immortal men, saved 
from eter nal death by the Bibles we have 
sent them, what toil is arduous, or what 
sacrifice can be counted great? But, 
Sir, where is the toil ? and what is the 
sacrifice? I behold instead nothing but 
pleasures. Surely, Sir, it is a pleasure 
thus to meet, surrounded by all that is 
venerable and all that is lovely, to wit- 
ness the triumphs of a heaven-born char- 
ity, and to aid them with our prayers. 
As certainly is ita pleasure to contribute 
to this fund of the h n’s hope, to cast 
into this treasury of pity and of love. 
And sure I am, it is not less a pleasure 
to be the almoner of a beneficence s0 
truly divine—to enter the hut of pover- 
ty—to visit the lonely pallet of dejection 
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and woe, and, like Jesus, who seu ls us, 
to bring to the abodes of guilt ant sor- 
row the peaceful message of the skies. 
All this, Sir, is pleasure, aud pleasure 
only. Ifthere be any thing that deserves 
the namzoflabour, it falls upon those, who, 
with so mach assiduity and faithfulness, 
have watched over the concerns of this 
crowiag Lustitution, and counselled with 
so much wisdom for the sacred interests 
of the Bible cause. Let them accept 
the tribute of a grateful country: and 
while they continue their high and holy 
task, let them lift their eyes to that day 
that is approaching, when from the rock 
on which the pilgrims landed, to the far- 
therest promontory on the shores of the 
Pacific, from the pole to the Isthmus, 
and from the Isthmus to Cape Horn, 
this book of God which they distribute 
shall spread its pure light over the great- 
est and the happiest land that mor ning 
ever visits or spring adorns. 


The Hon. Roger Minot Sherman, of Con- 
necticut,on moving a resolution expressing 
the thanks of the meeting to those Societies 
and individuals, who, since the last anniversa- 
ry, have made their pastors members of this 
Society for life, spoke as follows :— 


Mr. Presipenr—The numerous in- 
stances of this liberality, by Societies 
and individuals, merit our sincere ac- 
knowledgments. No object, which has 
hitherto enzared the attention of men, is 
mere interesting to our fallen w: veld, 
than that to which they have contribu- 
ted. ‘The wealth, the influence, and the 
mum) ers which it has embodied, evince 
achange in the human disposition, and 
indicaie some great approaching crisis 
in the ce aap of events. 

From the earliest annals of history, 
the world has been involved in moral 
darkness, and the light of heaven has 
shone but ona few. The abuse of bles- 
sings, and mutual infliction of injuries, 
have rendered our habitation a scene of 
suffering and of guilt. The soul which 
was bought with@Saviour’s blood, and 
capable of high and immortal destinies, 
has been borne down with a weight of 
moral infirmity ; its beauty masred, and 
its symmetry distorted Powers, which 
were bestowed by a kind Creator, com- 
petent to the attainment of the highest 
bliss, have been perverted to the unhal- 








lowed purpose of self-destruction, and 
employed to lengthen our removal from 
the Fountain of Good. When we com- 
pare our history with the wise and friend- 
ly counsels of Revelation, we are aston- 
ished that self-love has been so unenlight- 
ened,and that all efforts for our restoration 
to innocence and wisdom have been so 
unavailing. Without the aid of the Sac- 
red Records we should be bafled in at- 
tempting to account for the past condi- 
tion of the world, and despair of any ma- 
terial amelioration of the state of man. 
But while the Holy Scriptures unfold our 
character, and exhibit it in all its gloom, 
they shed a lustre on our future history, 
and enable us to cherish the noblest 
hopes. 

The Pagan nations of antiquity, who 
made the greatest attainments in litera- 
ture, and the arts, made little progress 
ia the actual improvement of the soul. 
The proud and craving principles of the 
heart—those principles which would de- 
stroy but for their countervailing oppo- 
sition to each other—were, indeed, dis- 
ciplined by réfinement, and, in some de- 
gree, corrected by civilization ; but still 
remained the master-springs of human 
action. They have ever continued to- 
embitter the enjoyments of domestic 
life, disturb the harmeny of more exten- 
ded social intercourse, engender tyranny 
in the administration of civil government, 
rebellion against just authority, collision 
and conflict among nei ighbouring nations, 
and, in the fervour of excitement, to con- 
vulse the earth with revolution, and 
drench it with blood. 

Until within the last thirty years, the 
progress of events has been compara- 
tive,y slow ; but in that little period we 
see concentrated the revolutions of ages. 
It was preceded by the proudest achieve- 
meats of philosophy. ‘The governments 
of Europe had stood strong, until their 
principles were moulded into the very 
habits, dispositions, and religion of the 
people. The most eminent geniuses of 
the age, men who boasted of their knowl- 
edge of the heart, and protessed to un- 
derstand the principles of its most com- 
plex and subtle operations, attempted 
the bold experiment of banishing the ho- 
ly Scriptures from the earth, and raising 
the human mind to perfection, freed 
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from the restraints of moral and religious 
influence. At an early period they were 
seconded by the authority of a nation, 
pre-eminent in power, and splendid in 
the career of improvement. ‘The ex- 
periment was fairly made. — It was fos- 
tered by a greater coincidence of circum- 
stances favourable fo the design, than 
would have occured tn any preceding 
age of the world. Many of us have 
witnessed its origin, its progress, and its 
end. Governments have been overturn- 
ed, cities wrapt in flames, and millions 
hurried hy violence fo the grave. F.ven 
now we see the traces of far-spread des- 
olation, and feel the earth still trembling 
from the tremendous shock. Could we 
raise the veil which hides the world of 
spirits from our view, and see there the 
consequences of thus disavowing God 
on earth—could we feel their weight, 

and comprehend | their eternity—our 
hearts would sink in view of the appalling 
scene. But, so immoveable is the seent- 
ingly fickle heart of man ; so strong his 
apparently feeble resolutions, that, with- 
out omnipotent aid, the awful vision 
would yield no salutary infltience, but 
terminate in transient and profitless dis- 
may. - Those wlio will not hear Moses 
and the prophets, will riot be persuaded 
by ‘converse with the dead. The event- 
ful period of which we speak has exhib- 
ited the human character in lights illus- 
trative of the unspeakable value of the 
Word of Life. Standing like the proph- 
eton the mount, we have seen the strong 
wind which rent the mountains aud brake 
the rocks in picces; and after it the 
earthquake and the fire. In them were, 
unseen, the footsteps of the God of or- 
der. After them is a smadl still voice 
which speaks from heaven, awakens the 
soul to aspire to endless bliss, and in- 
vites to a Commeanion with God and the 
humble and happy followers of the 
Prince of Peace. 

Although this display of man, in the 
majesty of his reason and strength of his 
native character, has incurred a cost 
surpassing human calculation ; yet the 
grand experiment has for ever refuted 
the arguments of infidelity, and furnished 
a vindication of the rights of the only 
Potentate which overawes the soul and 
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composes the world to silent admira. 
tion. 

’Tis the prerogaiive of God to educe 
good out of evil. ‘The highest achieve. 
ments of his grace have been wroue ght by 
the instrumentality of his enemies ; and 
attempts, in their design and tendency 
most disastrous, have often resulted in 
the advancement of the happiness of 
man. By the events to which we have 
alluded, the state of civil society has 
been improved, the rainparts of tyranny 
and superstition shakea, and a way o- 
pened, through those great barriers for 
the peacetul diflusion of knowledge and 
virtue. 

How audibly does the voice of Prov- 
idence call on the friends of truth to avail 
themselves of this auspicious period to 
multiply and diffuse the rays of divine 
light!) Lvew during the storm which 
desolated C hristendom, the mild beams 
of the gospel, by means of Bible Institu- 
tions, penetrated the dark cloud which 
involved the nations ; touched the hearts 
of monarchs, and gilded the morning of 
peace with heavenly lustre. The Scrip- 
tures have taught humility in the palaces 
of the great, and carried wealth, more 
precious than silver and gold, to the cot- 
tages of the poor. ‘Tenants of the dun- 
geon have found a liberty which ne 
earthly prison can restrain ; the children 
of sorrow aconsolation which no adversi- 
ty can sadden. The oppresser and yo- 
luptuary have been made to tremble 
when reading of righteousness, temper- 
ance, and judgment to come ; and the 
blind idolater has caught a ray from the 
Living God. How noble are our ob- 


jects, and how encouraging our hopes : 


The patriot who breaks ithe tyrant’s scep- 
tre, and the moni arch who disenthrals 
nations of political slavery, are held in 
long and honourable remembrance : but 
the. Everlasting Gospel now preached 
by the mighty angel who is flying through 
the midst of heaven, emancipates the spi- 
rit from the empire "Ofthe wor ld, and the 
body from the cold and deadly handage 
ofthe grave. What heart, susceptible 
of pity” or of love : what mind, capable 

of discerning mora! excellence or estun- 
ating intellectual elevation, but must 
zealously co-operate in our great design.

MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 
WEST ARICA. 
From the Missionary Register. 
SIERRA LEONE. 
Formation of New Settlements. 


Governor Mac Carthy has deemed it expe- 
dieut, in 


saesce of the arrival of Native 
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Troops to be disbanded, and of the contioual 
accession Of recaptured slaves, to increase the 
number of Settlements in the Colony. Three 
of these--MWaterloo, Hastings, and Wellington 
—-ure on the eastera side of the Colony, toward 
the main-land: a fourth, York, ou the Whale 
River, which flows into the AUantic, north of 
Cape Shiiling 

IVaterloo borders on the Timmanees;, 
and contains 700 people; aad the Gov- 
ernor is sending one hundred more of 
those lately captured. Wellington is 
another New Station: it is nearer to 
Kissey, than tothe 'Timmanees. last- 
ings is not yet become an important 
Station; but there is every reason to 
hope that it soon will be. York and 
Kent, bordering on the Sherbroes, both 
allord an ample field for Missionary Ex- 
ertions. 

The calls from Five 
too loud not to be heard. 

Beside these the Settlement in the 
Gambia is a place of the first import- 
ance. An active and able Missionar} 
might there extend his labours for a 
hundred miles up the river. 

Surely, we may, with the greatest 
proprie ty, adopt the Rev. Mr. Thomp- 
son’s words—* Money ! Money ! | Mis- 
sionaries ! Missionaries!” ‘There is cer- 
tainly more work around us, than can 
be fully entered on, even by ‘Twelve 
more dilligent ‘Teachers and zealéus Pro- 
moters of Christianity. 

KISSEY. 
(SIERRA LEONE ) 
General State of the Settlement. 

Mr. Nviander gives the following account 
of his situation and labuurs:—— 

I have Family-Prayers, Morning and 
Evening, with about 200 Adults and 
Children; and, through the day, my 
time is taken up with the affairs of the 
Settlement. On the Lord’s Day, there 
is a Congregation of SOwv or more assem- 

led; but none, as yet, seem to have 

ears to hear or hearts to understand. 
liowever, seeing so many precious souls 
assembled before me, 1 am often re- 
freshed in speaking to them, and en- 
couraged to continue in the work, thoug): 
sometimes much siejected because I sec 
no fruit, as others do. 

The School is csrr ec ox by Stephen 


Settlements are 
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Caulker and another lad from Rio Pon- 
gas. We have also an Evening and a 
Sunday School: and if 1 could spare a 
little time, I would introduce a Bullom 
School here; as there are about fiity Bul- 
lom and Sherbro Children, who under- 
stand one another, and converse in their 
tongue. 

Here are about 500 people, young and 
old, on rations from Government; and, 
of course, under my immediate care. 
About 450 more live in scattered buts, 
near Kissey; and the Timmanees aud 
Bulloms are in our neighbourhood: so 
thai ifa Missionary were not so confined 
by the care and management of the af- 
fairs of the settlement, he might make 
himself useful in visiting all the places 
in the vicinity. But, circumstanced as 
we are at present, | am fully persuaded 
that Kissey is preferable to the Bullom 
Mission ; because here { bave the people 
more at my command: and, I humbly 
trust, that the Lord will fulfil his gra- 
cious promise also im Kissey, that His 
Word shall not return void, though | 
may not see the fruit which I so anx- 
iously wish for. 

I have introduced a Weekly Prayer 
Meeting, on Wednesday Evenings: a- 
bout a dozen Adults attend. May God 
Visit us in mercy, and hear our prayers ! 


CHARLOTTE. 
(SIERRA LEONE) 
Preeedings and Success of Mr. Taylor, 

A few extracts trom the communications of 
Mr Taylor, who isin charge of this settlement, 
will shew an encouraging progress with his 
Negroes : 

April 17, 1819. —I came to this Town 
on the LSth of ‘January ; ; and found it in 
avery dark state of [gnorance and Idol- 
atry: but J trust, that, by the blessing 
of God, there will soon be sume Follow- 
ers of Christ and iiis Gospel in this 
place. 

We have a Day and an Evening 
School. In the Day School there are 
44 Girls and 22 Boys: in the Evening 
Schvol, 31 Men and 12 Boys have their 
names down, but do not ail atrcend reg- 
ularly. On Senday 1 pray with and 
speak to the people three times 5 andam 
preity well attended; as well, indeed, as 


can be expected from those, of whom it 
may be said, There is no light in them, 

Many of them do not understand Eng- 
lish: and others so little, that, when | 
speak to them, it is with great dificulty 
that 1 make myself understood : so that, 
tlthough many frequent the Means of 
Grace, yet few fully comprehend what 
they hear. Many appear, however, very 
attentive ; and their behaviour, when we 
meet together for Worship, is very dif- 
ferent from what it was at first. But 
these are outward things—we may speak, 
and exhort the people; but the power is 
of God. 

Ye ‘have regu darly Meetings, for 
Prayer and reading the Scriptures $3 at 
Six in the Morning, and at Seven in the 
Evening. In the ED vening, | speak to 
those present, in the Name of Jesus, 
warning them to fee from the wrath to 
come, aud to pray to Him for pardon and 
salvation. 

On Sundays we meet early in the 
Morning, as on other days, for Prayer 
and reading the Scriptures: after which 

have Service three times; at each 
of which times I endeavour to speak to 
them of Christ. 

‘There are about 250 people old and 
voung, under my charge. Inthe Morn- 
ing nearly all attend ; perhaps about 
200; and almost every Lord’s Day, I 
lave visitors from other towns. In the 
Afternoon and Lvening, many attend ; 
but not so many as in the Morning. 

I cannot report any decided werk of 
Grace on the people; for my heart has 
not yet been gladdened thereby : but 
there are several of whom I have good 
hopes, that, ere long, God will shew 
himseif merciful unto them;  particu- 
larly one of the School-Girls, who ap- 
peared to be under the influence of the 
grace of God.

We have also an Evening and a 
Sunday School: and if 1 could spare a 
little time, [ would introduce a Bullom 
School here; as there are about fiity Bul- 
lom and Sherbro Chiléren, who under- 
stand one another, and converse in their 
tongue. 

Here are about 500 people, young and 
old, on rations from Government; and, 
of course, under my immediate care. 
About 450 more live in scattered buts, 
near Kissey; and the Timmanees aud 
Bulloms are in our neighbourhood: so 
thai ifa Missionary were not so confined 
by the care and management of the af- 
fairs of the settlement, he might make 
himself useful in visiting all the places 
in the vicinity. But, cireumstanced as 
we are at present, I am fully persuaded 
that Kissey is preferable to the Bullom 
Mission ; because here I have the people 
more at my command: and, I humbly 
trust, that the Lord will fulfil his gra- 
cious promise also im Kissey, that His 
Word shall not return void, though I 
may not see the fruit which I so anx- 
iously wish for. 

I have introduced a Weekly Prayer 
Meeting, on Wednesday Evenings: a- 
bout a dozen Adults attend. May God 
Visit us in mercy, and hear our prayers ! 


CHARLOTTE. 
(SIERRA LEONE) 
Preeedings and Success of Mr. Taylor, 

A few extracts trom the communications of 
Mr Taylor, who isin charge of this settlement, 
will shew an encouraging progress with bis 
Negroes : 

April 17, 1819.—I came to this Town 
on the 18th of January; and found it in 
avery dark state of [gnorance and Idol- 
atry : bat I trust, that, by the blessing 
of God, there will soon be some Follow- 
ers of Christ and fiis Gospel in this 
place. 

We have a Day and an Evening 
School. In the Day School there are 
A4 Girls and 22 Boys: in the Evening 
School, 31 Men and 12 Boys have their 
names "down, but do not all attend reg- 
ularly. On Senday 1 pray with and 
speak to the people three times ; and am 
preity well attended; as well, indeed, as 


can be expected from those, of whom it 
may be said, There is no light in them, 

Many of them do not understand Eng. 
lish: and others so little, that, when } 
speak to them, it is with great difiic ulty 
that 1 make myself understood : so that, 
tlthough many frequent the Means of 
Grace, yet few fully comprehend what 
they hear. Many appear, however, very 
attentive ; and their behaviour, when we 
meet together for Worship, is very dif- 
ferent from what it was at first. But 
these are outward things—we may speak, 
and exhort the people : but the power is 
of God. 

Ve ‘have regu darly Meetings, for 
Prayer and reading the Scriptures $3; at 
Six in the Morning, and at Seven in the 
Evening. In the Evening, I speak to 
those present, in the Name of Jesus, 
warning them to fee from the wrath to 
come, aud to pray to Him for parden and 
salvation. 

On Sundays we meet early in the 
Morning, as on other days, for Prayer 
“= reading the Scriptures: after which 

e have Service three times; at each 
of which times I endeavour to speak to 
them of Christ. 

There are about 250 people old and 
voung, under my charge. Inthe Morn- 
ing nearly all attend ; perhaps about 
200; and almost every Lord’s Day, |! 
lave visitors from other towns. In the 
Afternoon and l.vening, many attend ; 
but not so many as in the Mornine. 

I cannot report any decided work of 
Grace on the peo; les for my heart has 
not yet been gladdened thereby : but 
there are several of whom I have good 
hopes, that, ere long, God will shew 
himseif merciful unto them;  particu- 
larly one of the School-Girls, who ap- 
peared to be under the influence of the 
grace of God.

Johuson’s absence ; and of their own feelings, 
under the want of that affectionate Counsellor 
and Friend, who had coaciliated their full cou- 
fidence and was unto them asa Father. ‘The 
simple and intelligent manner, in which they 
both derive and communicate instruction and 
consolation from the Word of God, may well 
lead us to anticipate the day when the Savy- 
jour will raise up, trom among African coa- 
verts, men whom he will effectually and large- 
ly bless as Christian Teachers amoung their 
country men 


‘The tivst of the communicants above quoted, 


Writes, under date of Feb. 11, 1520. 

One said, “ Johnson cannot come back 
again, because he liears too much bad 
words from this place of you all ;”’ and, 
when | hear this, I fear; and when I 
remember the Church of Corinthians, I 
do not know what to do: but I said in 
my mind, “Oh that I could bat only 
read the Bible, and I shali be glad;”

January 31, 1820.—Governor send 
a Letter to Regent’s Town, to Mr. Wil- 
helm, that all the people should stop 
home to-morrow; as he would come to 
see the people, and send seme away. 
All the day my heart was troubled ; and 
I said, “'The Lord hath forsaken this 
Town;” but I went into my house te 
consider. 1 bowed down to pray: and 
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said, “ O Lord, hast Thou not said, Call 
iypon me in the day of trouble: I will 
deliver thee,and thou shalt glorify me?” 
When I went to Evening Prayer, and 
was full of trouble, one man come into 
the Church, and said, “ All hear! Mr. 
Johnson come !” That night some of the 
people went down to Freetown. Llow 
joyful! how glad was the night! And, 
in the morning, Feb. 1st, we and some of 
the boys, went to I’reetown to see Mr. 
Johnson; and about nine o'clock, Mr. 
Johnson came in the night to Regent’s 
Town. Some of the women kept watch 
jor him: when they see him coming on 
the horse, said, “ Master! How do you 
do! how de you do!” 

Peb.2,1820.—In the morning,Church 
was full; and Mr. Johnson said, after 
prayer, * All the people come to-night : 
{have something to tell them :” and in 
ihe night, the Cuurch was fall, as much 
asit can hold. He read unto us the 
fourth Chapter of the Second of Kings, 
26th verse—Run now, I pray thee, to 
mect her, and say unto her, Is it well 
with thee? My heart was ready to say, 
“It is well with me; not for my good 
deed, nor for any good desire, but by the 
will of Him in whom I trust.” Oh, that 
I might be enabled to keep the com- 
imandments of the Lord! Oh! may the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
us all! Amen. 

Again, when I remember my poor 
Countrymen, [am sorry for them. I 
ery unto the Lord, and say, “ O Lord, 
teach me to read Thy Word, and enable 
me to understand what I read; that I 
‘ay tell them that they may look to God, 
that He may save them from their sins, 
tirough Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

When I read the Forty-fifth Chapter 
of Genesis, the latter part of the Ist 
verse—Joseph made himself known unto 
his brethren-—when I read this word, I 
say in my heart, “ Oh, that the Lord 
may enable me to go to my Country-peo- 
ple, to carry the good tidings to them !

INDIA 
M ALACCA, 


Extract of a letter from the Rev. W. 
H. Medhurst, dated Nov. 23, 1619. 


“ About three weeks ago, I attempted 
to introduce the Gospel intoa small vill- 
age, about six miles from Malacca, which 
I visited before for the purpose o: distri- 
buting tracts. Having given notice of 
my intention to preach at a certain house, 
about thirty persons assembled to hear, 
who sat around me ona mat, and listen- 
ed very attentively till the discourse was 
finished. ‘They were much pleased, and 
wished me to come again, which I prom- 
ised to do every month. I would fain 
hope that the people in this obscure 
village, having more leisure and fewer 
temptations than those in the town, will 
more readily «listen to the Gospel ; 
though my expectations are not very 
sanguine ” a” 

The brethren at this station, judging 
it proper that, before they separated to 
the several Islands around them, Mr. 
Medhurst should be ordained, united in 
that service on the 27th of April. The 
Rev. Messrs. Slater, Ince, Milton, and 
Milne, were engaged. Mr. Medhurst, 
referring to this solemnity, says, “ The 
service was exceedingly solemn and im- 
pressive, and though our number was 
small, yet 1 trust the presence of God 
was experienced amongst us. I feel my 
own unlitness for entering on so weighty 
and important a work at so early a pe- 
riod, but the expected departure of the 
brethren seemed to point out the neces- 
sity of performing the service without 
delay. I hope that no part of my con- 
duct in future life will tend to belie the 
profession made on that evening, and 
that no lapse of time will obliterate from 
my memory the solemn engagements 
then entered into. ‘The Lord is my hel- 
per.’

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‘ng of the Canada New Testament, da- 
ted October 19, 1819, states that y the 
arrival of Brother Nicholson and his

But, oh! we want 
more labourers, the fields are white un- 
io harvest, prospects of success are daily 
brightening, and the cry of thousands a- 
round us is, “ Come over and help us.”

Both the chap- 
els are well attended, and { hope much 
cood is doing.

EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM MR 
J.D. MARC, 
Frankfort, April 19, 1820. 

Rev. Sir,—In Gotha, an opulent Jew 
is become a Christian: in Leipzig, cli 
ring the last winter, two girls; in Wurtz. 
burg, five Jews. Whether Mr. —-, 
aman of great talents, is among that 
number, E do not know; ‘but Lam wellin- 
formed, that he now be longs to the Lx- 
theran C hurch. At Breslaw,i in the course 
of five weeks, about thirty families have 
been baptized, and many more are rea- 
dy to take the same step; yet they are, 
as likewise in Berlin, excluded from the 
Zwinger, a kind of exchange, like other 
Jews. That affords matter for retlec- 
tion. 

Mr. Neumann, a converted protestant 
Jew, who studies at the expense of the 
king of Bavaria, a nephew of Mr. Ed- 
heim, paid me a visit here, on his jour- 
ney, “and I had several conversations 
with him about Christianity. Ina Jew- 
ish family he distributed some Tracts. 
The grandfather opposed with all his 
power; but all the others would not sul- 
fer their liberty to re:ad what they pleas- 
ed to be restrained; and one of them ol- 
fered to bring acopy evento the Rabbiu. 
Mr. Neumann also ;sersuaded Mr. —— 
from , a man highly esteemed in 
the whole neighbourhood, to visit me. 
I conversed with bim during the whole 
afternoon. Amoirg other expressions, 
he said, Iam noi; indeed convinced o! 
all the points of Christianity, but 1 cap- 
not refrain fron: wishing that al! the 
Jews were Christians ; ‘there is mor 
power inthe Ne av than in the old ‘Testa- 
ment; it pierces heart and soul. He 
paid for a Heb rew New Testament with 
a crown; whi ch is much indeed in this 





country, and he offered to correspon? 


with me Me. from Wetalar, 2 
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old acquaintance, visited me, and ex- 
pressed great satisfaction at my residence 
here, aadits object. He took ‘iracts with 
him for distribution in his neighbour- 
hood, and will also stir up Christians 
there for the cause. Scarcely a day 
sasses away, but Lam visited by Jews 
who wish to converse with me about the 
Christian Religion. Last winter, one 
came often in the night at 10 o’clock, 
and remained until a very late hour, not 
‘yom fear, but from want of time,a very 
excellent character, combined with a 
fine understanding. He has two bro- 
hers who are remarkably clever, and 
teachers of congregations of the same 
continent. Several other Jews are tru- 
ly converted, attend often church ser- 
vice and religious meetings; but they 
annot separate themselves frona their 
yethren, trom the want of means to sup- 
port themselves. And Christians them- 
selves will not advise them to do so, 
knowing the dangerous temptations 
which are set from want and distress. 
Butone of them bas given up his situa- 
tion, and will leave it ina week. He 
will not delay his transition to the Chris- 
tian religion.

One 
of them invited sume Jews to his liouse, 
where he read to thenrthe ‘Lract, “ Call 
to the Jews.” Some of them had tears 
in their eyes.

Some 
days alter the same geuticman saw a great 
crowd of Jews, botu residing and twav- 
eling, assembled As he is a magis- 
trate, he thought it his duty to see what 
the matter was. He tound that one sit- 
ting upon a large stone, was reading a- 
loud one of the iracts. Here, in Frank- 
lort, Ahave sentsome I'racts,a copy of the 
Iiebrew iNew ‘Lestament, cone of the 
Propuets, aud Mr. Bogue’s Evidences in 
an italian translation to a large Jewish 
Kieauing Society, with the request to give 
them a place in their library, which they 
have done, and whereby a considerable 
sensation has been excited.

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CONVERSION OF TWO JEWISH CHIL- 
DREN. 

Extract of a letter from a Clergyman, 
dated Waterce Circuit, Augwst qe, 
1820. 
There are two families of Jews in this 

circuit,whom Lhave visited several times. 

‘They reside not far from ene of my ap- 

pointments. Since | last visited them, 

two of their daughters have beci awa- 
kened, and converted to the christian 
religion. 

The following sircumstances are wor- 
thy of notice. ‘Che mother sent them 
ene day to the spriag-house for milk : a 
servant happening to be there at the 
time, tlre giris gave her the milk to carry 
to the house, and then retired to the 
woods to pray. ‘They were not long at 
prayer before they began to cry aloud 
for mercy, so that they were heard at 
the house. The mother of the girls and 
one of the sisters, hearing the noise, 
came to the place where the children 
were at prayer. The Lori’ seemed to 
touch therr hearts also, for they did not 
oppose them. ‘I'he father of one of the 
girls also hearing the noise, came to the 
piace, and heard the child praying that 
hbrist would have mercy on her and on 
Ker unbelieving fatuor. ‘This enraged 
him : as he could not brook the idea 
what his child should believe Jesus to be 
vhe Christ. He picked up astick to beat 
her, but as lre approached the child, he 
became so entangted in a grape-vine that 
at was sometime before he extricatecl 
himself. ‘The mother of the girls took 
them to the house, and locked them up 
ir a room, to shelter them from the rage 
ofthe father. ‘Fhey were threatened by 
him that if they persisted in praying to 
©hrist, he would put them to death.— 
Yhe children replied, “ we will pray if 
you do kill us.” ‘They have since uni- 
ted themselves to the church, and we 
expect two more to do so at the mext 
time of preaching there.”

REFLECTIONS ON THE LATE MEET- 
INGS IN MAY, &c. 

Sirk,—The spirit with which the recent an- 
niversarics of various religious and beacyelent 





societies have been kept up year after vear, 
is highly bonourable to the state of religion ix 
this country, aud promises the most beneficial 
effects, both to the church and to the world, 
Having witnessed some of these, and having 
read tue accounts of others, I beg leave to ot. 
fer to your readers a few reflections, with a 
view of improving the privileges which we so 
lately have enjoyed. 

The first cihcumstance which attracts my at. 
tention is the unily of design which pervades 
these Societies—namely, tue spread of reli- 
gious kuowledge Whether there be Bible 
Societies, Missionary Societies, Tract Sovie- 
ties, or School Societies—ail have this great 
and important object—-to enlighten mankind 
in the knowledge of salvation, and to spread 
the great fundamental truths of the gospel. 
Every work of God commences with shedding 
down dight, and is continued by its diffusion. 
* God, who commanded the light to shine ow 
of darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give 
the light ot the knowledge ot the glory ot God 
in the face of Jesus Christ.” And it is by the 
preaching of the word of God, attended with 
a Divine power, that he Lath “ shed forth thi 
which we vow see and hear.”’ Our duty is in 
every Way to diffuse knowledge: it is God's 
work to refect that knowledge internally oa 
the heart, and that from the face of Christ who 
is the “ Sun of righteousness.” 

2. | would remark the ex/en! and © diversuy 
of operations” carried on by these societies. 
It is wot by one means, but « by all means, 
that they seek * to save some”—to save al!l— 
if it were possible. Thus one society gives 
the scriptures—another says, * How reades! 
thou?” And if the answer be,“ I am uo! 
learned, I canuot read,”"—the teacher preseu': 
a speiling-book—sits down by his pupil, an« 
patiently deals out to him the first elements 
knowledge. He now begins to read, and an- 
other messenger of mercy puts the question, 
‘‘ Understandest thou what thou readest 
Aad if the answer be,“ How can I except 
some one teach me?” then he “ begins at the 
saine text, aud preaches to him Jesus.” 

Or, perhaps, this benevolent man has not 
“the tongue of the learned,” then he puts into 
liis band a religious tract, and this dumb inter- 
preter points out to him the way of eterna 
life. 

Or, it may be, the order is inverted : .a mis 
sionary goes forth with the Bible in his hand, 
and shows it to the beatbhen—transiates it tule 
their language—-impresses its truth upon thei 
couscience—and exhibits Him, who is pro 
mised to be, not enly “ the glory of Israe!, 
but “ salvation to the ends of the earth.” 

3: LT observe the harmony of -principle a 
mong them. ‘Their object is not to make pros 
elytes toa sect ; nor te serve a party, nor (0 
spread a favourite sentiment ; but, to suppor! 
and propagate primitive Christianity ; the su 
ple, but important truths of scripture. With 
this view the Bible Society rejects every note 
and comment; the School Societies confine 
their instructions to the Bible ; the Tract aud 
Missionary Societies avoid every contravers’ 
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on whieh evangelical Christians are divided. 

4, Tweuld notiee the raricly of objects to 
which the publie benevolence is directed. 
Some confine thelr benevolence to their own 
eguntry ; others push their exertions to the 
antipodes, Among the former, some di- 
rect their attention to children, others to A- 
dafts; some seek the conversion of sailors ; 
others carry instruction to the army, aud yet 
others penetrate the asylums of huuian misery, 
and the abodes of crime—* to proclaim liber- 
ty tothe captives, and to biad up the broken 
hearted” In foreign countries the objects 
of merey and benevolence are no less varied : 
the sonhisticatedHindoo,the degraded Hotten- 
tot, the oppressed Negro, the long neglected 
Jew—all, all become in turns, and to differert 
sucieties or individuals, the object of the kind- 
est sympathies—the most benevolent and dis- 
interested exertions. 

Among other countries I cannot bret rejoice 
that considerable exertions are directed to the 
instruction of neglected Ireland, and to the 
Hichlands and isiands of Scotland, where, till 
lately (‘hough our iormediate neighbours) the 
inhabitants had so much reason to compiain— 
« No man careth for my soul!” 

&. lremark the connexion of most of these 
societies, and the reaction which takes place 
between them. Itis very true that their pe- 
cuniary interests may sometimes interfere ; 
butthe manner in which they stimulate and 
assist each other is far more remarkable. It 
was the Bible Society which first tanght Chris- 
lians. to be generous ena large seale—to do 
good by whoicssle: but for this itis not likely 
so much would have been done for missions. 
Missionary Secieties have stimulated each 
other. Churchmen, Methodists, Dissenters, 
have “ provoked each other to love and good 
works.” But there were some Christians 
whose seruples happily prevented their engag- 
ing in missions—lI say their scruples (however 
unreasonable they may appear) happily pre- 
vented them from uniting with their fellow- 
christians, because by this means new paths 
of Christian charity were traced out. The 
horrors of slavery harrowed up their teelings, 
and they rested not till the slave trade—till 
domestic slavery--received its death-wound, 
and the shout of liberty reached the shores of 
Africa. This was notenough. They looked 
into the dungeon of thé criminal; they saw 
that «the iron entered into his soul;” they 
heard the sighing of the prisoner ; they visited 
the fatherless and the widow in their affliction. 

“ They were eyes to the blind and feet to the 
lame ;” and “the blessing of him that was 
ready to perish came upon them.” They 
blended the objects of their benevolence ; 
they carried the Bible and the spelling- 
book with them wherever they went; and 
with the latter they furnished the ability 
to read the former. Schools also were pro- 
moted and conducted on a large seale by 
means of the Lancasteriau system. Benevo- 
lent Churchmen were again “ provoked to 
Jealousy > they were alarmed lest the major- 
ity of the nation should become Dissenters. 





























































The National Schools were established, and 
more than a double number of children are: 
now taught. Religions instruction. which was 
growing out of fashion in our schools ts now 
incorporated in all, especially for the lower 
classes. 

6. These societies have called forth energies 
altogether new and unprecedented, ‘the sys- 
tem of Sunday Schools bas formed thousands 
of sratuitous teachers; the plan of “ mutual 
instruction” by means of mouitors, has done 
the same ; and there are now probably more 
teachers than there were scholars fifty years 
ago. The Auxiliaries to the diiferent Bible 
and Missionary Societies have trained thou- 
sandsto the work of benevolence and eharity ; 
and the employment of females, in particular, 
in these Livssed services, has created a power 
ia morals analogous to the steam engine in 
mnechanies—there is no limiting its effects. 
Charity is become the daily occupation of la- 
dies, many of whom formerly supposed they 
were born only to dress and dance for the a- 
musement of the other sex. The system is 
spreading into India, and through the East, 
and must produce a revolution in society, the 
effects of which cannot now be caleulated, 

1 conclude with remarking the more imme- 
diate influence of these societies upon the reli- 
gious world. It must always be remembered 
that the best effects of the best institutions 
must depend on the Divine blessing. “ Pant 
may plant, and Apollos water ;” and it is un- 
questionably our duty to plant “ the rose of 
Sharon” in every country in the world. The 
waterer must follow the planter ; for it is asad 
mistake to think that we must sit at home, and 
water only with our prayers. We should im- 
itate the ancients who “ watered with the 
foot,” and, by a tedious and Jaborious process, 
directed the streams of the river of life in rills 
of mercy through every land and clime. The 
first natural effects of these institutions, there- 
fore, is to promote activity and industry in do-~ 
ing good—and God is wont to bless the dili- 

ent. 

Another effect, no less certain and uneqniv- 
ocal, is the promotion of Christian love and u- 
nity of heart. Persons embarked in the same 
cause—drawing in the same yoke-—natural!y 
cleave together. How many Christians have 
been delighted and astonished to find those in 
zealous co-operetion with themselves, whou 
they had weakly supposed to have no zeal for 
God, or benevolence to man—merely because 
they did not know them. 

The influence of these unions extends still 
farther. Bigots have deen employed tor ages 
in endeavouring to reduce al! Christians !o oue 
standard of faith, and they foolishly supposed 
that prisons, racks, and flames must do this. 
But these institutions all lead to uniformity ot 
faith--the Bible Society more especially. 
The grand difficulty has been litherto to pro- 
duce a standard, to which all might conscien- 
tiously subscribe. All the creeds and cate 
chisms in Christendom have been tried in 
vain——the Bible Society bas found that stand. 
ard in the word of God, 
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Lastly. The wisest heads have been long 
employed in calculating propbetic dates, and 
in marking the commencement of the millen- 
nium The members of these institutions have 
done more and better; they are anticipating 
—they are introducing it: for when “the 
earth is full of the knowledge of the Lord, as 
the waters cover the sca’”’—then is (he mullen- 
nium.

REFORMED DUTCH CHURCH. 


General Synod of the Reformed Dutch 
Church in North America report : 


That, from the Minutes of the Par- 
ticular Synods of New-York and Alba- 
ny, and from the free conversation on 
the state of religion, it appears— That 
the pure doctrines of the gospel, as held 
by our standards, are generally main- 
tained, and regularly and faithfu lly 
preached—that there is particular at- 
tention paid to the instruction of youth 
in the principles of our religion—that 
family visitation is faithfully attended to 
by many of our ministers—that there is 
a very encouraging attendance upon 


public worship and other means of 
grace—that the number and influence of 


p:ayer-meetings and Bible classes have 
considerably increased—that family 
worship and other private duties are bet 
ter observed than formerly—that there 
is an increasing attention to discipline— 
that the standard of piety is gradually 
rising—tbat professors cf religion are 
walking more worthy of their vocation 
—that Christians of various denomina- 
tions are more closely united in the 
kindly feelings of gospel-good-will— 
that the monthly concert of public prayer 
is regularly observed in many congrega- 
tions—that there is ina few places more 
lively interest felt in behalf of Missiona- 
ry and Bible Societies—that there are 
more earnest prayers and more liberal 
exertions made for the exteusion of the 
the Redeemer’s kingdom at large—that 
the regular dispensation of the gospel has 
a very perceptible influence upon the 
world in many places, to check their 
vices and vain amusements—that during 
the last year a goodly number of sin- 
vers haye, to all appearance, become sa- 


vihgly converted—and that the general 
prospects of our church are In many 
quarters very particularly encouraging. 

From this general view it appears, 
that the Dutch Church was never ina 
more prosperous state in this country; 
that it never had brighter prospects; 
and, therefore, that its members have ne- 
ver been more loudly called upon to ob- 
serve and acknowledge, that the hand of 
God has been stretched out in their be- 
half. 

It is particularly incumbent on us to 
notice the increased attention which is 
paid to family worship: this duty has 
heretofore been neglected to a_ very 
shameful degree in many of our congre- 
gations. It is pleasing to observe that 
an evident change for the better is now 
taking place. In some congregations 
two-thirds of the families of professors 
now regularly worship God morning and 
evening. In a few congregations the 
proportion is still greater; and in one, 
all the families of this description but 
two, are entitled to this commendation. 

It is also pleasing to observe, that bi- 
ble classes are multiplying and attract- 
ing more general attention. It has been 
found by experience that this mode of 
instruction is peculiarly calculated to in- 
terest the minds of young people, and to 
induce the attendance of many whe 
would turn away from other modes, 
and in many instances it has actually 
been productive of the happiest results. 

When we add to this the considera- 
tion, that by this method we draw in- 
struction directly from the fountain of 
religious knowledge, which God himseli 
has" opened, we earnestly pray that 
these institutions may meet with still 
more extensive patronage. 

Prayer meetings and family visita- 
tions, have also been remarkably blessed, 
and have givea clear indications oi 
Gou’s presence with us. In aitending tg 
the latter ¢uty, it has been found very use- 
ful forthe minister sometimes, to go unat- 
tended by an elder, and to speak to the 
members ofeach family,one by one. Such 
a mode of address, is peculiarly calcula- 
ted to come home to every heart. There 
is no throwing it off upon others, o! 
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merging of one’s self ina whole commu- 
nity, and thus escaping as an individual. 
‘There is a great point gained, when you 
make the individual feel that religion is 
his own personal concern. It has also 
peen found useful, to hold meetings ex- 
pressly for the purpose of conversation 
and prayer, with such as are in aay de- 
eree anxious about their spiritual state ; 
or are willing to confess that they are 
seeking salvation. 
Among the causes of gratulation on 
the state and prospects of the Church, 
your Committee distinetly recognize 
thase frequent revivals of religion 
which are breaking forth in vari- 
ous parts of our land, and within 
our own borders; and in which, con- 
siderable numbers are ina short time 
brought from the darkness aad thral- 
dom of sin, into the light and glorious 
liberty of the children of God. When 
we hear such things, we are powerfully 
reminded of the promise, “ I will pour 
water upon him that is thirsty, and 
floods upon the dry grouad ; I will pour 
my spirit upon thy seed, and my blessing 
upon thine offspring ;” and we are, be- 
fore we are aware, thinking of those e- 
vents of the day of Pentecost, which were 
the actual first fruits; and the earnest of 
that great harvest of souls which God 
shall gather to himself in the latter days. 
Considering these revivals in this con- 
nexion, they open a glorious field to our 
view, and place us under very special ob- 
ligations to praise the Lord,and congratu- 
late one another on what we are living to 
hear and see. If the angels in heaven feel 
such an interest in our concerns as to re- 
joice over a sinner when he is brought 
'o repentance, should not we rejoice at 
‘ne conversion of a multitude of our 
neighbours and brethren? Yes, let us 
“praise the Lord for his goodness, and 
for his wonderful works to the children 
ef men!” 

But, though “ the Lord has done great 
things whereof we are glad,” yet our joy 
isabated by the colduess and barrenness 
of many professors; by the unhappy 
distractions and keen animosities exist- 
ing in one of our classes ; and especial- 
ly by the awful fact, that to all appear- 
aace.a yast majority ef the people of 
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our several congregations are yet ia an 
unconverted state ; and therefore, under 
the curse of God and exposed to his eter- 
nal wrath. ‘Their case is the more af- 
fecting, because they are brought very 
nearto the kingdom of heaven: they are 
living within the. call of the Saviour. 
But they wil? not come to him that they 
may have life. Many are deaf to his 
call, and whotly indifferent to his admo- 
nitions. They have forgotten their 
Maker and neglect his service, though 
they have grown up under the means of 
grace, and have dwelt in the midst of 
such as ate living and faithtul wit- 
nesses for God. [fs not their case 
most awful and deplorable ? Will it not 
be more tolerable for Sodom and Go- 
morrow in the day of judgment, than for 
many who belong to our congrega- 
tions and frequent our churches? Let 
us more faithfully and habitually view 
the case as it really is. Let us mea- 
sure ourselves not so much by human 
judgment, as by the standard of divine 
truth; let us yiew our congregations in 
the licht- of God‘s word; and we shall 
see abundant reason to weep day and 
night over the slain of the daughters of 
Zion! Let us pray, and preach, and act, 
and labour as if we were in earnest over 
this immense interest ; and as if we really 
believed and felt, that we are all fellow- 
workers with God, to save the souls of 
our fellow creatures from destruction. 

The Committee have also prepared, 
and herewith present, certain resolutions 
connected with the state of the churches, 
for the consideration of the Synod.

MISSIONS TO THE INDIANS, 


The Rev. Dr. Morse returned to his family 
in this city, daring the last week, from a mis- 
Sionary tour to the Western Pribes of Indians. 

Ou his arrival at Mackinaw, he was advised 
by Gen. Macomb, Col. Wool, and other gen- 
tlemen acquainted with tbe extensive route he 
had contemplated, to postpone a part of itto 
another season, on the ground that the state 
of his heaith was such (hat tie could not endure 
its extreme fatigues. Influenced by this advice, 
and also by the weigiaty consideration that a 
longer stay at the important posts of Macki- 
naw and Green Bay,than would be consistent 
with so exteusive a route, was indispensable 
toa due accomplishment of the object of his 
mission in the time allotted, he concluded to 
limit his tour, aad proceeded no fatther this 
season than Green Bay, inteading, the next 
season, if circumstances should perinit, to visit 
the Indians on the Mississippi and in the states 
of Iiliavis, Indiana and Ohio, after visiting 
those who inbabit the southern parts of our 
country. 

Few, we believe, have contemplated the 
magnitude of this benevolent object, which to 
the honour ot our General Government has 
been so auspiciously commenced. It isthe 
design of government, under whose patronage 
the Dr is employed, to ascertain the nuinbers, 
the local situation and moral condition of the 
different tribes of Indians within the United 
States, and to devise plans for the ameliora- 
tion of their wretched condition, and, if pos- 
sible to civilize them and to raise them irom 
their dezredation to a state of rational exist- 
ence, and adopt them as a componant part of 
our nation. This, we believe, can be done: 
and when we look atthe success which has 
erowned the incipient efforts of our missiona- 
ries among (ue Cherokees and Choctaws, we 


are confident it will be done under the foster. 
ing hand of our government. Trae policy 
wouid dictate this weasure; and We hope our 
Rulers, like the Ewsperor of Kassia, will im. 
mortalize their name,by patronizing the beney. 
olent exertions that are sow making for the 
moral improvemcat of these mations. Let 
thew be iurnished with the implements of 
husbandry, and taught to use them instead of 
the implements of death with which they have 
been supplied. Send them the Bible, and 
learn them to read it, aml we venture to say, 
we shall conquer the savage disposition of 
two or three handred thousand of these ju- 
telligent beings, more effectually, and with far 
less expense luan by sending aruiies to déstroy 
them. i 

Dr. Morse found many of these padr neg- 
neglected beings in the lowest state of dvretch- 
edness and dispair. A ray of hope seemed 
to be enkindledin their breasts, whem he es- 
plained to some of the chiefs the object of his 
mission, and the benevolent designs of. their 
good Father the President. And. when ‘ie 
told them what was doing among their Bretl- 
ren the Cherokees, the Chocfaws and the O- 
sages, they were touched as with eélecirleity, 
and were soon engeged in conversation with 
each other. These nations they know,‘ and 
will doubtless be intluenced by the effects 
produced among them more than by all the 
assurances that can be made by white people, 
by whom they have often beeu deceived. We 
hope the set sme to save these scattered tribes 
destruction has arrived. 

The Doctor, finding the people at Mecki- 
naw andGreen Bay without the stared ordi 
nances of religion, and a large body of youth 
in each place of mixed blood, by far the great- 
er portion having Indian wothers, and most 
ot thein French fathers, growing up without 
education, and in a state of paittul depravity, 
considered it his duty to endeavour to intio- 
duce in both places, those institutions, both 
religious and literary, adapted te threic circute 
stances. He found the people ready to con- 
tribute liberally to the sapport of these institu 
tious—and in both places he succeeded in es- 
tablishing Auxiliary Bible and ‘Tract societies; 
and in procurme funds for the support oi 
schools for the education of their children—in 
Mackinaw a handsome subseription was also 
promptly made, ace quate to the support of © 
clergyman, The way isopened, it is under- 
stood, tor the immediate employment of three 
instructors and a minister of the gospel, and 
the doctor is commissioned to procure an 
send them on without delay. He has the 
funds also for the Treasuries of the American 
Bible Society, and the New-England ‘Tract 
Soviety, which are to connect these ausilia- 
ries with the parent institution. 
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
